blow the whole momentum of tho ham- 
mer, its velocity will be so much less 
than that of the hammer as its gravity 
of matter is greater. When the blow is 
struck the weight of the anvil is felt 
less than before, because, in the reaction 
of the anvil, all the parts round about 
the hammer rise to the blow. 


Thomas Topham, who lived about one 


hundred and fifty years ago, was per- 
haps the most remarkable of all modern 
Samsons. 
While his feats were of a 


simpler nature, they iiad the merit of 
being performed by a man entirely ig- 
norant of methods for making his 
strength appear more surprising by nat- 
ural powers than others by artificial 
means. 
Topham was five feet ten inches 


in height. So ignorant was Topham of 
the laws of mechanics that, when he at- 
tempted to pull against horses without a 
harness, he shattered one of his knees. 


Some of his feats may be briefly stated. 


He would rub his fingers with coal ashes 
to keep them frc-m slipping, and would 
roll up a very large pewter plate. He 
would take eight short and strong pieces 
of tobacco pipe, lay them over the first 
and third fingers, and break them with 
the force of the middle fingers. Ho 
would take a strong clay pipe-bowl, place 
it between the first and third fingers, 
and by pressing them together sideways 
would break it, or he would perform tho 
same feat by placing the bowl under his 
jarter, breaking it with the force of the 
tendons of the hams, without bending 
:iis legs. 
Topham could lift with his 


teeth a table six feet long on which 
ivas 
placed 
a 
fifty-pound 
weight, 


resting the feet of the table against 
liis knees. 
With his right hand he 


would strike his bare left arm with a 
poker three feet long and three inches 
around, between tho elbow and the wrist, 
mtil it bent at right angles, or he would 
lold the ends of a poker, with the center 
back of his neck, and bring the ends to- 
rether, and pull it out straight again. 
This is quite a difficult feat, because the 
muscles which separate the arms hori- 
zontally from each other aro not so 
strong as those which bring them to- 
jether.

WHAT THE GHOST J1AXCB IS LIKE. 


In preparing for the dance the Indians 


cut the tallest tree that they can find, 
and, having dragged it to a level piece of 
prairie, set it up in tho ground. Under • 
this tree four of tho head men stand. 
Others form in a circle and begin to go 
around and aiound the tree. Tho begin 
the dance Friday afternoon. It is kept 
up Saturday and Sunday until sundown. 
During all this time they do not eat or 
drink. They keep going round in one 
direction until they become so dizzy that 
they can scarcely stand, then turn and 
go in the other direction and keep it up 
till they swoon from exhaustion.' This 
is what they strive to do. for while they 
arc in swoon they think they sec and 
talk with the new Christ. When they 
regain consciousness they tell their ex- 
periences to the four wise men under 
the tree. All their talos end with the 
same story about the two mountains that 
arc to belch forth mud and bury the 
white men and the return of good In- 
dian times. 


They lose all their senses in the dance. 


They think they arc animals. Some get 
down on all fours and bob about like 
buffalo. 
When they can not lose their 


senses from exhaustion they butt their 
heads together, beat them on the ground, 
and do anything to become insensible, so 
that they may be ushered into the pres- 
ence of the new Christ. One poor Indi- 
an, when he recovered his senses, said 
that Christ had told him ho must return 
to earth because he had not brought with 
him his wife and child. His child had died 
two years before, and the way tho poor 
fellow cried was most heartrending. At 
the end of the dance they had a grand 
feast, the revel lasting all Sunday night. 
They kill several steers and cat them raw 
and drink and gorge themselves to make 
up for their fast. Every Indian has about 
four war clubs made out of round stones 
twisted in rawhide. They throw these 
around during the dance, strew tho 
ground with them, and beat their heads 
against them.

The art of sewing has been kown from 


a very remote period, as is shown by 
the fact that bone needles have been 
found among the oldest remains of the 
Swiss-lake dwellings, and iu the caves 
of Franco and Great Britain which were 
frequented by man during the reindeer 
age. 
Some of these early needles were 


perforated in the middle—which was 
tho thickest part—and others were 
pierced at the larger end. A French 
cavern has yielded needles much su- 
perior to those of the ancient Gauls and 
to the ivory needles of tho modern 
Esquimauk, especial skill having been 
applied to the boring of the eyes, which 
must have been done with a fine Hint 
drill. The Swiss lake-dwellers used 
linen thread or bark fiber for sewing, 
and made garments from woven fabrics 
of linen and bark as well as from the 
skins of animals. 
The cave people em- 


ployed a thread made from split ten- 
dons aud perhaps strings of gut, and 
the fineness of some of their needles 
has suggested tho probability that they 
performed some more delicate work 
than the sewing of skins.

their mascot, and named him a second 
•time for Governor.

licau States in the Union. Governor 
Pattison is a bank President, but hois 
not a rich man. His salary is said to 
be $10,000 a year. He lives in his own 
house,,a modest, brick dwelling which 
cost him $1:2,500. He is essentially 
domestic in his tastes, and is never a"t 
the club. 
Governor Pattison is a very 


handsome man. A lino,

South Africa. 


South Africa is the only country 


where, iu a temperate climate and un- 
der climatic 
conditions 
admirably 


suited to both, the European and the 
negro are engaged in a struggle for the 
mastery and for occupation of the land, 
not by force of arms, but by the silent 
process of natural selection, which, if 
it does its work with less noise, is far 
more effectual. 
The conflict is going 


on, and civilization or barbarism de- 
pend on the result, which is not quite 
so certain as those who belong to the 
superior race could wisli it to be. 


In the "West Indies the negro has 


won, but there the climate was against 
the Europeans. 
In the Southern 


States of America the same battle is 
going on, but there sixty millions of 
Europeans surround seven millions of 
negroes, and yet under these condi- 
tions the question is full of difficulty 
and danger. 


In South Africa the proportion is re- 


versed: half a million of Europeans 
live in the midst of three millions of 
black folk, who are backed up by a 
great reservoir of barbarism, from 
which re-enforcements in the shape of 
laborers are constantly being pushed 
down to the South to share the means 
of subsistence with the black, brown 
and white races already on the soil. 
The natives, under the peace kept by 
the Europeans, increase, apart from 
the immigration mentioned above, ac- 
cording to the evidence of statistics, 
far more rapidly than does the white 
population. They drift into and fill 
up the country in a silent way that can 
only be compared to the flowing of the 
tide.

I'lonecr In Kdge Tools. 


There had heap some progress in the 


colonies since 1731 in the secondary 
manufacture of their native iron. 
The 


chief branch of this industry was the 
conversion of bars into nail-rods at the 
''slitting mills," as they were called. 


These nail-rods were dovetailed into 


many sorts of domestic manufacture.-1. 
Small nails, indeed, could be imported 
cheaper than they could be made by 
hand, but ordinary nails and spikes 
were the common oll'work of black- 
smiths. 


Old diaries show many days spent in 


nailmakiug. Farmers, too, would em- 
ploy their winter evenings in shaping 
rods into nails by the tirej-ide. To sup- 
ply the nail-rods there were, in 1050, 
two slitting mills in Middleboro, one iu 
Hanovi-r, one in 3Iiltoii, and Massa- 
chusetts had one plating forge with a 
tilt hammer and one ssteel furnace. 


With thu tilt hammer iron bars would 


be worked into anchors and various 
forgings needed in shipbuilding. This 
was one of the industries which the 
Britrish manufacturers were determined 
to destroy, and the act of 1750 pro- 
hibited the erection of slitting inilis in 
the colonies. 


Tho most conspicuous American iron 


worker iu tho eighteenth century was 
Hugh Orr, of Bridgeport. 
He was the 


pioneer in the fabrication of edge tools. 
Ho introduced the trip hammer, and 
the manufacture of scythes and axes 
followed. 


In the year 1748 he made 500 stand 


of arms for the province. It is worth 
remembering that Orr was very service- 
able to the cololonists by casting and 
boring cannon during the revolution.

Hu 
native of Anhnlt, and Ui all apjtea 
possessed only avcraifo strennth. Ho 
was of medium size, weighed about 'JOO 
pounds, and very soon convinced tho 
royal i-oel'-ties of Europe that Ids mnr- 
velous performances woro duo only to 
skill. Uno of lilw principal feats was to 
lio on the ground whlto two men ntooi 
on hln knees. He then drew his h 
towards Ills body and rained bin ki. -, 
lifting hlH burden gradually. Having 
brought hlH kncfls perpendicularly under 
him, Hckobcrg raised hfn own l»ody up, 
and plnciug his arms around tho men's 
legs, rose with thmn, am] xot them on a 
table.

Through thin, 
attached to a cannon, on roller*, weigh- 
in? a ton, four ropes ran to a chain 
which was fastened to a girdle about Ids 
waist.

Several men or two 


horses attached to this rope failed to ro- 
movo him from, his position. Ho would 
then fit a rope to a strong upright post, 
by making It pass through two eyes at- 
tached to tho post and sit ton feet from 
the ground. The ropo ran throagh a 
ring at tho girdle. Planting hla feet 
against the post, Eckoborg raised him- 
self from tho ground four or flvo feet, by 
seizing tho ropo. Then, suddenly spread- 
ing out his legs, ho broke tho rope in 
two.

Tophamww flvo feet ton Inches 
In height So ignorant was Tophatn of 
the laws of mechanics that, when ho at- 
tempted to pull against horses without a 
harness, ho chattered one of his knees. 


Somo of his foats may bo briefly stated. 


Ho would rub hitt fingers with coal ashes 
to keep them from slipping, and would 
roll up a very largo powter plate. If A 
would take eight short and strong pieces 
of tobacco pipe, lay them over tho first 
and third fingers, and break them with 
tho force of tho middle flnirors. Ho 
would take a strong clay pipe-bowl, placo 
It between the lirat and third fingers 
and by pressing them together sideways 
would break It, or he would perform tho 
same feat by placing: the bowl under his 
gartor, breaking it with the force of tho 
tendons of the hams, without bending 
Ills legs.

There had beep some progress in the 


colonies since 1731 in the secondarj 
manufacture of their native iron. 
Th» 


chief branch of this industry was the 
conversion of bars into nail-rods at the 
"slitting mills," as they wore called. 


Thesenail-rods were dovetailed into 


many sorts of domestic manufacture.". 
Small nails, indeed, could be imported 
cheaper tluiu they could be made l>j 
.hand, but ordinary nails aud spikes 
woro the common olTwork of black- 
smiths. 


Old diaries show many days spent in 


nail making. Farmers, too, would em- 
ploy their winter oveuinys iu shaping 
rods into nulls by tho tiresido. To sup- 
ply the nail-rods there were, in 1050, 
two slitting mills in Middleboro, one iu 
Hanover, one iu Hilton, aud Massa- 
chusetts hud ono plating forge with a 
tilt hammer nnd one steel furnace. 


With thu tilt hammer iron bars would 


be worked into anchors and various 
forgmgs needed iu shipbuilding. 
TlitB 


was one of the industries which tlie 
liritrish manufacturers were determined 
to destroy, and the act of 1750 pro- 
hibited the erection of slitting mills in 
the colonies. 


The most conspicuous American iron 


worker m tho eighteenth ccntnry was 
Hugh Orr, of Bridgeport. He was the 
pioneer in the fabrication of edge tools. 
Ho Introduced the trip hammer, aud 
the manufacture of scythes and axes 
followed. 


Iii tho year 1748 ho made 500 stand 


of arms [or the-province. It is worth 
rememberiug that Orr was very service- 
able to tho cololoniats by casting and 
boring cannon during the revolution.

Tu make labor organizations effective 


Francis A. Moore conies forward with a 
now suggestion. "1 will give a pro- 
gruuic,'* said he, "for every town and 
district Tho oiiatiug trade unions am 
working in a dead-uiid-alive way upon 
the old, old linos. For purposes of 
condensation I will uontiiio my remarks 
to tho large and general 
building 


trades. Lot half a dozen intelligent 
and clear-headed workmen belonging 
to each district meet and form a secret 
committee of the district branch of 
•what I \\ill call "the Labor League.1 
Each committee will prepare a com- 
plete list ol employers in each district, 
and if any of these employers are known 
to be acting in opposition to tho prin- 
ciples of our labor league as regards 
systematic overtime, underpay, sweat- 
ing, and driving, arrogant and over- 
bearing foremen, insanitary workshops, 
etc., then such employer or employers 
will be duly warned, by letter from the 
committee, that if the objectionable 
practices are not discontinued a foil 
printed representation of the circum- 
stances will be sent to all their best 
customers and parties under whom thej 
carry oat contracts. As a matter ol 
Eheer fact I have ou more than one oc- 
casion stopped the hateful system ol 
protracted overtime m u lirin by tho 
simple expedient of constituting mysell 
into a committee (with the approval o] 
my fellow workmen) and writing the 
firm of employers upon the lines afore- 
mentioned." 
• 


To Control the Trade. 


An important movement is being 


inaugurated for the formation of a build- 
ing trades' council to comprise delegates 
from the various unions of tho building 
trades of Chicago, including tho brick- 
layers, carpenters, architectural, iron- 
workers, cornice-makers, plasters, lath- 
era, bodcarriers, painters and others. 
"When completed this council will re- 
present fully 30,000 members of various 
unions and will bp one of the mosi 
powerful organizations for good that was 
ever formed in the West It will hove 
absolute control of the building trades 
of Chicago. A preliminary meeting 
has already been held and satufactorj 
progress made. It is hoped to have 
everything in working order before the 
beginning of the new year BO that fair 
notice may bo given to the employers. 
It is expected that the next year wil 
witness the greatest movement in tho 
building line tbat Chicago haa ever 
had, and tbe unions recognize tbe ne- 
•cessity for thorough organization so as 
to be able to control the trade.

How *a KlMtrKi Car I* Mtved. 


The dynamo which generate* the cur- 


rent does so by the revolution of a coil 


f wire near 
oree which i

rived from the engine. The current 
hen passes over the wires, down the 
rolley, which surmounts each car, to a 
mall motor. This motor has an arma- 
nre consisting of coils of wire travenec 
iy an electrical current, which is at* 
rMted in succession to the poles of tho 
tattonary coils called the field magnets 
hrough which tho current also flows, 
lies around and transmits its motion 
iy means of cog wheels, to the axle o 
he car. The driver of the cor, by tho 
use of a lever, turns the current into the 
motor beneath the car or divert* it to 
he rails at will. In the conduit system. 
tho current pasties along the wire, with 
which connection is mode, into the 
motor on the car and then put ou 
hrough the wheels of the rails and 
hen back to the central dynamo. 


Cloth Made of GUna. 


M. Dubas Conet, of Lille, France 


taa invented a process of upinniug ant 
weaving glass into cloth, 
The warp i 


comoosed of silk, forming tho body ant 
ground work on which the pattern in 
glass appears. The requisite {taxability 
of glass thread for manufacturing pur- 
poses ia to be ascribed to its extreme 
Ineness, as not leas than fifty or slxt 
of the original threads (spun by. stean 
power) are required to form o» thread 
used ia the weft of tha cloth. The pro- 
cess of weaving glass cloth is very slow 
and tedious, no more than a yard of th 
cloth coming from one loom in twelv 
hours. The .work, however, is extreme!; 
beautiful, and considering the work pa 
upon it, hi 
comparatively cheap.—
